The 
vote was 2fi to 18 and cam** when 
Senator Nejdl of Lake county moved 
that further consideration of it 
lie 
indefinitely postponed. 
The bill was dragged out of 
the 
committee on elections and was lad­ 
ing propounded by opponents of the 
direct primary system who started 
\he move to that effect late yester­ 
day. 
The argument started last 
night, 
being resumed as soon as the .senate 
convened tojav and the motion 
of 
Senator Stride to withdraw the bill 
from the committee carried, 20 
to 
21. Senator Rolland Hill of 
Car­ 
thage representing Rush, Hancock 
and Decatur counties, voted against 
bringing the bill out of the commit- 
t(*e. 
After the Strode motion was adop­ 
ted, 
Lieutenant-Govemor 
Branch 
ruled that the Beardsley bill should 
lip advanced to a second reading. As 
a parliamentary procedure Senator 
Kejdl 
argued 
that 
the 
measure 
should be considered without delay 
arid in the midst of the 
squabble 
Senator Nejdl moved that further 
consideration of the sneo sTire Ik* in ­ 
definitely postponed and the motion 
was carried. 
This action by the Senate is in ef­ 
fect a defeat of the forces of Gov­ 
ernor McCray. The governor cham­ 
pioned the convention system of se­ 
lecting party candidates with 
the 
exception of local offices, in which 
case it was optional. 
The Beardsley 
bill 
carried 
out 
these ideas and was 
sanctioned by 
the governor in the first fight of the 
administration. 
The fight in Indiana was watched 
by politicians throughout the coun­

judgment including interest of $200.

The railroads claim that they are 
not getting the proper amount 
of 
work out of their men while 
they 
are being paid exhorbitant wages. 
Whiter’s plan was made on the 
eve 
the scheduled meeting of the 
labor committee and the railway ex­ 
ecutives which was expected to dis-, 
cuss further demands for wage re­ 
ductions to be made before the fed 
erai labor board. 
Whiter’s 
demand 
was 
made in 
summing up an attack on the tailroad 
administration in the abolishing of 
piece work which the railroads com­ 
plained reduced the output from 25 
to 50 percent. 
Unless the railroads obtain adop­

Shows an Increase in Batting Av­ 
erages of all Leagues

New York, 
Jan. 
27.—When the 
baa was applied to freak deliveries 
last winter, John Heydler, president 
of the National League said: 
# 
“W atch’em hit next season”. 
They did hit all through the ma­ 
jors and minors according 
to 
the 
1920 batting average. 
Forty-two players hit .300 or bet­ 
ter in the American League, twenty 
in the National League, thirty-one in 
the American Association and twen­ 
ty-six in the Western League. 
Comparison of the last four years 
shows almost double the number of 
.300 hitters in the American League 
In 1917 there were eleven, in 
1918 
nineteen in 1919 twenty-seven and 
ilast season forty-two. 
The National League barely went 
over its 1919 maik. Nine hit .300 in 
1917, six in 1918, sixteen in 1919 
and twenty in 1920. 
George ijpsler, the brilliant first 
baseman of the St. 
Louis 
Browns 
beat al records sinee 
1911 in 
the 
American league when lie batted 407 
Only 
twice has the mark been ex­ 
ceeded, both times by Ty Cobb 
in 
1910 and in 1911 when he 
set 
the 
league record of .420. 
Rogers Hornsby’s mark of .370 is 
the best 
the National 
League 
since 1912 when Heinie Zimmerman 
hit for .372. 
Twenty batters since 1876. how­ 
ever, have exceeded the mark made 
by the St. 
Louis second baseman 
last season including Hugh 
Dutfy 
who mad« » the record average of .438 
in 1894. 
Opinion is divided as to the cause 
of the epidemic in hitting last sea­ 
son. 
Some agree, with the contention of 
President Heydler that the ban on 
the emery ball, the shine 
bidl 
and 
other freaks of pitching art 
made 
bitting easier. 
Others trace it to a “lively ball”

Animals Be Changed

Fur Bearing Animals Can be Poison­ 
ed or Killed in Any Manner 
During Open Season 


Indianapolis, Jan. 27—Represen­ 
tativ e James of Clay cou nty has- in­ 
trodu ced Hou se Bill No. 22, which if 
it becomes a law, will go 'far towfTrd 
increasing the profits of trappers in 
Indiana. 
This 
bill which has the 
su pport of the Indiana Fish, Game & 
Forest Leagu e and the state depart-, 
ment of conserv ation, 
proposes to' 
amend and 
strengthen 
the present 
law protecting fu r-bearing animals. 
Under the ex isting laws fu r bear­ 
ing animals may be destroy ed by any 
means. They may be trapped, shot, 
poisoned or killed in any manner, so 
long as it is done in the open sea­ 
son. If they are to he protected, and 
they su rely 
ou ght 
to 
he, 
argu es 
sportsmen, owing to 
the 
v alu e 
of 
their fu r, some measu re of protec­ 
tion, other than a closed season 
is 
necessary . 
The lay ing of poisoned 
bait, and the digging and smoking 
methods now lawfu l shrrflld he pro 
hibited, the James hill points ou t. 
At present Indiana laws permit 
the trapping of mink and mu skrat 
from Nov ember 1 to April 1. On oth 
er fu r-bearing 
animals the season 
opens on Nov ember 
20 
and 
ends 
Febru ary 2. A trapper may begin on 
Nov ember 1 trapping for mink and 
mu skrat, or may continu e to do so 
after the season on other animals 
is closed, and may find that he has 
cau ght a 
raccoon, 
sku nk 
or op 
posu ra. Often the trapped animal is 
badly inju red and is killed ou t 
of 
sy ntpcthy . 
Ev en if not badly hu rt 
the temptation to keep the prisoner 
gets the best of the trapper, and he 
v iolates the law by killing it 
and 
keeps the fu r or, he pens the animal 
u p. Thu s the law is v iolated for the 
trapped animal shou ld he released 
To remov e the possibility of su ch 
occu rrences it 
is 
adv ocated/ that 
opening and /dosing'dates on all fu r- 
bearing animals shou ld be the same 
and read Nov ember 10 to Febru ary 
2. 
These 
dates 
proposed 
in the 
James bill seem to meet the appro­ 
v al of nearly all law-abiding trap­ 
pers. 
To clarify 
and 
fu lly 7 
determine 
what disposition shall he made 
of 
the fu r Or animals fou nd in posses­ 
sion of a person conv icted cf v iolat­ 
ing the law, a clau se wou ld giv e the 
Department. of 
Conserv ation 
the 
positiv e right to confiscate ay d dis­ 
pose of same for the best interests 
of the state. 
The bill also seeks to establish a 
penalty for 
hav ing 
illegally taken 
green hides and hav ing 
them 
in 
possession. Present laws only make 
green hides in possession prima facie 
ev idence. 
The present law resu lts in animals 
being takerTou t of season and when 
a v iolator is cau ght, he sets u p the 
claim the animal 
was 
taken 
for 
breeding pu rposes. 
A permit from 
the conserv ation department will re­ 
gu late and register su ch persons and 
prev ent camou flage, is the claim of 
su pporters of the James bill.
